IMPORTANT ITEM 


Tire Dealer Should 


Watch It, Urges 
Miller Co. 


KRON, O., July 1— 
A Some merchants - still 
cling to their favorite illusion 
about store rental, says the 
Miller Rubber Company, and 


that is that if the store is| 


owned by the man he is get- 
ting his rent free. Nothing 
could be farther from the 
truth. 


Business men who do own their 
buildings usually have its value 
appraised if they are not certain 
of its actual value and they then 
charge about 10 per cent. of this 
value. If your store has an ap- 
praisal value of $10,000 you can 
figure an annual rental of $1,000, 
er approximately $83.50 per 
month. This will include taxes, 
depreciation, insurance and other 
small items. 

This figure should be charged 
against the expense of conducting 
the business each and every month, 


for it is certainly one of the most, 
legitimate expenses that you can | 


incur. 

If you do not own your build- 
ing; your rental should never ¢x- 
ceed from 2 to 3 per cent. of 
the total net sales for the year. 
If you pay more than this you 
are placing an unfair advantage 
on the business. If you pay less 
you are fortunate and are at a 
decided advantage. 

The tendency in rent costs is 
toward a steady upward swing, 
brought about by increased taxes, 
the higher cost of building and 
building materials. Rent today is 
about 66.5 per cent. higher than in 
1918, according to figures sup- 
plied by the National Chamber of 
Commerce, and so it behooves 
every dealer to watch his rental 
eosts closely, as it represents one 
of the most important overhead 
costs. 

If the rental is in excess of about 
2 or 3 per cent, then a cheaper 
rent should be arranged or else 
sales increased to the proper 
amount to keep the rental cost in 
proportion. 

Natuarally, rental values vary 
in different cities. This must 
be determined ,of course, solely 
by your own knowledge of rental 
values as they exist in your par- 
ticular territory. If your rental 
price is decidedly lower than 
your competitors you are at a 
decided advantage. Conversely, 
if you are paying more, you are 
at a disadvantage and should 
take steps to overcome this, as 
outlined above.

A Real Theft Cure 


TEALING automobiles is likely to lose some of its popu- 

larity, as a function of underworld life, if the courts 
continue to deal out sentences as severe as marked the 
calendars last week. The Dyer act, which made the inter- 
state transportation of stolen motor vehicles a Federal 
offense, started the campaign to make automobile stealing 
an unprofitable profession. The Yates bill, passed at this 
session of Congress, continues the Dyer act with further 
provisions for enforcement. 

Under this new measure the Federal courts in a single 
week handed out sentences aggregating thirty-eight years 
to thieves who had transported stolen cars across state 
boundaries. 

In the very nature of the vehicle is found the prime 
reason for the growth of motor car thefts. The cai 
provides not only a choice and easily sold piece of loot, 
but it also provides the most effective “getaway” that a 
thief can ask. When the article stolen actually carries 
the criminal away from the scene of the crime, only 

stringent laws, drastically administered, can discourage 
the thief. The Federal courts are building on a sure 
foundation in imposing the severest sentences that the 
law provides. 


Not a Place to Park 


N a recent article on the growing parking problem in 
American cities Miller McClintock, head of the A. R. 
Erskine Traffic Laboratory, brings out the astonishing fact 
that in Chicago with its 3,000,000 of people there are only 
nine garages in the downtown district where motorists who 
want to drive to their places of business can store their cars. 
The available street parking space will take care of 3,700 
cars. 
While Chicago’s downtown parking problem is probably 
more acute than that of most other cities, nevertheless this 
vhole question of where to dispose of motor cars in the 
business sections of all our cities has got to be dealt with and 
soon. Many cities are already considering complete elimina- 
tion of curb parking in the busy districts. This will throw 
motorists who desire to use their cars for transportation 
between home and office back on the downtown garages. In 
no city is there enough garage floor space to accommodate 
a tithe of the cars that now park in the streets. Our cities 
will have to build or dig to make room for parked cars and 
the operation had better not be long delayed. 


Taxes That Do Not Pay 


UTOMOBILE taxes in Great Britain are extremely 
heavy, the yearly fee for operating a Ford car running 
well over $100. Obviously this places motoring in the luxury 
class and gives it no chance to become such a factor in 
national life as it is in this country. These extraordinary 
taxes were levied after the war and they have had the effect 
of discouraging the use of the car. There is a considerable 
body of opinion in England which believes that by doing 
away with the present license taxes and raising the same 
amount of money by taxing “petrol,” the situation would be 
eased. 

In a recent issue of The Autocar, the well known British 
motoring magazine, a writer takes this position rather force- 
fully:
